IT SHOULD BE OBVIOUS by now that confer- 
ences, exchanges and agreements must assume mutual 
honesty as an irreducible base. Checking the record 
of broken agreements which Communist Russia has 
scattered along the pathway of history should dampen 
optimistic approaches to present proposals. The em- 
phasis should be on performance rather than words. 

HAPPILY, THIS POINT was made this week by 
Governor Averill Harriman of New York and Henry 
Cabot Lodge, U.S. ambassador to the United Nations. 
Both raised the question of Hungary, with appropriate 
inquiries regarding the Soviet agreements to withdraw 
troops from that unfortunate country, to permit UN 
rep r ese n t a tives to enter it, and to reveal thefaiaa^of 
political prisoners held there since 1956.
